vine aid, and pressed forward to v ic­ 
tory. From this time he had the cross 
placed on the flag of his country and 
called it the Dannebrog, that Is, the 
strength of Denmark. 
Aside from 
legend, there Is no doubt that this 
flag with the cross was adopted by 
Denmark in the thirteenth 
century, 
and that at about the same date an 
order, known as the order of Danne­ 
brog, was instituted, to which only 
soldiers and sailors who were distin­ 
guished for courage, were allowed to 
belong. 
The flag of Denmark, a plain 
red banner bearing on it a white cross, 
is the oldest flag now in existence. 
For 30 years, both Norw'ay and Sweden 
were united with Denmark under this 
flag.— Housekeeper. 


Custom House Wisdom. 


Custom bouse stories are always in­ 
teresting, and here is a new one. The 
hero of it, a Swiss missionary, was 
returning to Basle from South Amer­ 
ica, bringing with him tome skulls 
discovered 
in 
ancient 
Patagonian 
burying places. 
At the frontier the authorities in­ 
sisted on inspecting his trunk. They 
classified the skulls as “ bones of ani­ 
mals,” and demanded duty at the rate 
of a penny a pound.

The bu siness men who can do withou t some form of pu blicity 
to make known their work or their wares are scarce indeed.

is ju st abou t one ex cu se for not adv ertising , and that is simply 
that the bu siness is already as big as the man at its head. 
If there 
is in the makeu p of the man ability to g row and a desire to g row, 
then, as long as he liv es, he will seek for more bu siness, seek to 
cov er a big g er field. 
Many a bu siness is in a ru t today simply becau se the proprie­ 
tor didn’t adv ertise. 
In the first place, the man who adv ertises 
calls the attention of the pu blic to some phase of his bu siness of 
which lie is prou d. 
I t it is so commonplace that it does not hav e a 
phase of which to be prou d then natu rally it will not do to 
adv ertise. 
In other words, adv ertising is a stimu lant. 
Ju st su ppose a 
merchant who nev er has seen his name in big print stops into his 
(■tore tomorrow morning determined to write an ad. 
If he looks 
arou nd and secs only dirty shelv es and stock that is sev eral seasons 
old, inspiration to write will qu ite likely be wanting . 
And what 
wou ld be the u se? 
Let him take off his coat, g o ov er that stoie 
and that stock, compare his g oods and his treatment of cu stomers 
with that of his competitors, and when he finds a point where he 
has them all “skinned ’ let him beg in to shou t, shou t till the pu blic 
hears h im !

The nu mber of merchants who will 
sit dowrn and seriou sly arg u e that 
It 
does not pay to adv ertise, is not half 
so g reat today as It was fiv e y ears 
ag o. 
The fortu nes that hav e been ac­ 
cu mu lated by su ccessfu l adv ertising , 
the direct response of the bu y ing pu b­ 
lic to Ju diciou s pu blicity , are su ch ap­ 
parent facts as to hav e conv inced 
a 
larg e share of the former dou bters. 
Bu t occasionally there is a m erchant 
who g ets it into his head that there is 
some method of g etting at the pu blic 
throu g h some means other than news­ 
paper space. 
There is some seriou s 
objection to ev ery su ch method. 
Bill 
board adv ertising ru ns u p ag ainst the 
g row’ing hostility to the disfig u ring of 
natu re and ou r pu blic streets. 
Many 
people hav e resolv ed not to patronize 
bu siness hou ses g u ilty 
of 
this 
dis­ 
fig u ring form of adv ertising . 
Fu rther­ 
more, there is 
no 
chance to qu ote 
prices and 
describe 
g oods In 
this 
method of adv ertising in any rational 
way . 
There Is no log ic in the bill 
board. The latter point applies to pro­ 
g ram adv ertising . It is not adv ertising , 
merely a mental Jolt. It does absolu te­ 
ly nothing to conv lnce'the reader that 
y ou hav e barg ains. 
Handbill adv er­ 
tising , withou t newspaper space to 
back It u p, looks u ndeniably cheap. 
Street car adv ertising is not read by 
one-tenth of the popu lation of any city 
in which it is u sed- Fig u re it ou t for 
y ou rself. 
One-half of the people of 
Charleston do not ride in the cars 
more than once a week. 
The other 
one-half hav en’t time to read the ad­ 
v ertising that appears directly ov er 
their heads. 
The newspaper g oes into 
9 0 per cent, of the homes and bu si­ 
ness hou ses and offices in Charleston. 
People who do not su bscribe for the 
paper and receiv e it reg u larly u su ally 
send ou t and borrow It in order to 
read the adv ertisements as well as 
the new's Items appearing therein. It 
is the newspaper only that g iv es the 
chance for thou g htfu l presentation of 
bu siness news.

Good Impression W ith Limited N u m ­ 
ber of Readers Better Than Poor 
One W ith Large Class. 


In making observ ations on the ex ­ 
tent of inju ry th at was being done to 
apples by the plu m and apple cu r­ 
cu lios, du ring the spring and su mmer 
of 19 09 , It was noticed that another 
small snou t beetle wTao present on the 
trees and was doing considerable dam ­ 
ag e to the y ou ng fru lL 
The insect 
wras not recog nized at first and speci­ 
mens were forwarded to the special­ 
ists in Washing ton wrho identified them 
as belong ing to the species whose 
technical name is g iv en abov e. 
The species does not appear to hav e 
attracted attention prev iou sly as an 
enemy of apples bu t according to ob­ 
serv ations made by the writer the 
habit of breeding in this fru it seems 
so well fix ed that the common name 
“apple weev il” is su g g ested as being 
su itable. 
The first instance that came u nder 
ou r notice, in which apples were 
at­ 
tacked by this insect, was in Ju ne, 
19 07, when Mr. W. E. Ru msey saw' 
one of the beetles lay its eg g in an 
apple g rowing on the Ex periment Sta­ 
tion farm at Morg antown. 
In the 
spring of 1909 Mr. Ru msey also saw 
nu merou s pu nctu res in y ou ng apples 
in Berkeley cou nty 
which 
he 
at­ 
tribu ted to this species. 
At French 
Creek, in Upshu r cou nty , the beetles 
were abu ndant on apple trees du ring 
the past su mmer (19 09 ), and in some 
cases almost ev ery fru it on u nspray ed 
trees showed the pu nctu res of the in­ 
sect.

sealed. The feeding pu nctu res are left 
open. 
The wou nds are so small that 
in making a carefu l ex amination the 
aid of a mag nify ing lens is necessary . 
The fru it may be attacked at any 
point on the su rface bu t the pu nc­ 
tu res are fou nd u su ally most nu mer­ 
ou s abou t the caly x and stem. 
So far 
as cou ld be determined, nearly all the 
wou nds that are made in sou nd fru it 
occu r when the apples are qu ite small. 
The feeding pu nctu res, In cases where 
decay does not set in, u su ally heal 
ov er so that they show only as minu te 
scars in the ripe fru it. 
The same is 
tru e of the eg g pu nctu res where the 
eg g s fail to hatch or where the larv ae ! 
die soon after beg inning to feed, as is 
often the case. The wou nds made by ; 
the weev ils are sometimes fou nd and ; 
enlarg ed by plu m cu rcu lios and pos­ 
sibly by other insects that feed on 
apples. 
The wou nds also form cen­ 
ters for the spread of decay . 
The larv ae that hatch from the eg g s 
feed on the fru it, forming tortu ou s 
tu nnels throu g h the flesh, or, more 
often, 
make 
larg cf end 
irreg u larly 
shaped feeding chambers abou t the 
core. 
The ex cav ations are filled with 
dark-colored,

scarcely any of which is cast to the 
su rface of the fru it.

Advertising Momentum.

of

adv ertising , 
after all. 
When y ou are selling a cu stomer

Mil­ 
ton and Spencer are mu ch talked abou t 
In works on literatu re and science, bu t

popu lar au thors.

Greeley and Charles A. Dana are bet­ 
ter models, becau se they ex pressed 
themselv es in Eng lish than can 
be 
comprehended by the ordinary news­ 
paper reader. 
First, make it clear 
in y ou r 
owu i 
mind what impression 
y ou 
wish to 
leav e on the minds of those who read 
y ou r adv ertisements, 
and 
then 
set 
abou t to accomplish this pu rpose by 
what y ou say and how y ou say it. 
If y ou r fu nds 
are limited, 
confine 
y ou r adv ertising to fewer pu blications 
and u se 
a reasonable 
amou nt 
of 
space In these, rather than a larg er 
nu mber of papers and insig nificant ad­ 
v ertising copy . 
Althou g h y ou r impor­ 
tance is ju dg ed

Nev ertheless, It is not a cor­ 
rect conclu sion to do no adv ertising 
at all, becau se y ou cannot afford to u se 
larg e space.

sty le. 
By adopting a certain sty le 
and 
u sing 
the 
same 
sty le 
con­ 
tinu ou sly , each adv ertisement, if only 
g iv en a g lance, will bring y ou to the 
mind of the reader, and what was said 
in the last adv ertisement, which they 
read. 
Do not try to tell y ou r whole 
story In one adv ertisement. Bring ou t 
one point, clearly , in one piece of copy 
and another point In the nex t adv er­ 
tisement, rely ing on the whole series 
to carry home y ou r complete arg u ­ 
ment. 
If possible, hav e y ou r adv ertisement 
Illu strated, bu t the Illu strations shou ld 
be appropriate. 
They shou ld be de­ 
sig ned to conv ey some idea or make 
some particu lar 
impression 
on the 
reader. 
The adv antag e of u sing an il­ 
lu stration is, that the ey e g rasps the 
Idea back of it, qu icker than it does 
y ou r ty pe story . 
Of cou rse, this pre­ 
su mes that there is an idea back of 
the illu stration. 
If y ou r adv ertising appropriation is 
big enou g h, pu t it in the hands of some 
g ood adv ertising man and hold him re­ 
sponsible for resu lts. 
You 
cannot, 
how'ev er, rely on an adv ertising man­ 
ag er to do his best possible work for 
y ou , u nless y ou co-operate with them 
in stu dy ing ou t a plan of campaig n, 
which best su its y ou r 
requ irements. 
He can g iv e y ou a g reat deal of v alu a­ 
ble serv ice and assistance, bu t y ou 
mu st also g iv e them 
material 
with 
w hich to work.

Need of Critics. 


From the point of v iew of 
sty le, 
mu ch may tru thfu lly be said in praise 
of the cu rrent American literary ou t­ 
pu t. 
The av erag e of g ood writing in 
this cou ntry wras nev er hig her, as com­ 
parison will show’. 
The dang er is 
that it is being so 
well 
rewarded 
throu g h competition as to deaden the 
ambition of ou r writers. To meet this, 
in the g ood-hu mored era of President 
Taft, we need the firm, frank, broad­ 
minded ju dg ments of skilled and dis­ 
interested critics, who shall be relent­ 
less in pointing ou t the w'eakness and 
defects of a period deficient both in 
larg e imag ination and 
in 
dramatic 
constru ctiv eness. 
In this respect we 
are worse off than in the period after 
the Civ il war. 
We mu st hav e ou r 
Lessing to reincarnate the principles 
of criticism, and recall ou r au thors to 
w’hat they are not, before we can ex ­ 
pect them to rise into the altitu des of 
g reatness, to which all the complacent 
praise of the day can nev er elev ate 
them.—Centu ry .

San Antonio, Tex.—Although George 
P. Assman, the famous safe wizard, 
who died a few days ago at Austin, 
Tex., possessed knowledge that might 
have tempted a less honest man to 
enrich himself at the expense of oth­ 
ers, he lived and died a 
relatively 
poor man. 
Throughout his life he 
demonstrated that there was no safe 
lock or combination that could with­ 
stand him and this without using the 
crude methods of the safeblower. 
In 
opening a safe to which the combina­ 
tion had been forgotten or in which 
the mechanism of the lock had gone 
wrong, Assman 
never depended on 
rules or his sight, touch and hearing 
supplying him invariably with 
the 
key. 
This remarkable fact he dem­ 
onstrated many times. 
His method in opening a combina­ 
tion lock seemed extremely simple. 
Sitting before the safe or vault he 
would turn the knob until the lock 
would act. 
It was his boast that he 
needed no tools to open any safe in 
the country as long as no tools had 
been used in closing it. 
His services 
were in constant demand all over the 
south and southwest.

leans subtreasury could not be opened 
for the reason that a part of its lock 
mechanism had failed.

co m p anies rep o rting to this bu reau no

sengers, w ent thro u gh the y ear w ith­

in a train accident.
